The results showed 
one of the top priorities was the 
need for a provincial Courtwor¬ 
ker Program. 

In 1970 funding was provid¬ 
ed and four Courtworkers were 
hired. With the support of both 
associations, a provisional 
Board of Directors was estab¬ 
lished to administer the Court- 
work program. 

In 1971 a number of signifi- 

the provisional Board be¬ 
came a permanent one; 

The Courtworker services ex¬ 
panded to include the Southern 
Alberta region; and the name 
of the organization was 
changed to Native Counselling 
Services of Alberta. 

As demands for law-related 
services increased, NCSA at¬ 
tempted to fill the gaps by in¬ 
creasing its programs and 
services. By 1975, NCSA’s two 
major programs — Criminal 
and Family courtwork — were - 
well established and covered ev¬ 
ery court in Alberta. 

Over more than a decade of 
operation, the organization has 
expanded and changed from a 
small agency to a large 
province-wide organization 
offeringjQver 14 programs and

Effective December 31, 1984, 
the Rural Mobile Home Program 
has been transferred to the 
Alberta Department of Housing 
and will now be known as the 
RURAL EMERGENCY HOME 
PROGRAM. 

If you are now renting an 
emergency home you are 
automatically in the new program; 
you do not have to re-apply. There 
are, however, minor changes 
which may be of benefit to you. 
For example, under the new 
program all families will have the 
opportunity to purchase their 
emergency homes. 

Over the next few months, 
a Department of Housing 
representative will be in contact 
with families now using the 
program. 

The Rural Emergency Home 
Program provides emergency 
housing to qualified low-income 
families and senior citizens in 
rural Alberta. Emergency housing 
is also made available on an 


interim basis to qualified families 
who are waiting for permanent 
housing or who have permanently 
relocated to take advantage of 
employment opportunities.
